The  United  States  is  called  the  "least 
governed  11  country  in  the  worlil,  am!  most 
.\mericans  feel  tbe  pressure  of  government  so 
lightlylbal  they  would  he  surprised  to  learu 
how  closely  and  thoroughly  tiieir  whole  daih' 
life  is  sui)crvi.se<l  and  directed  !)v  government. 
As  I'rof.  luigene  Wamb.iugh  pin'nts  <)iit  in  tbe 
January  At/mitir,  there  is  no  time,  night  or 
day,  wiien  this  supervision  is  relaxed. 

When  the  average  citi/en  arises  in  the 
morning,  the  water  for  his  toilet  is  brought  to 
him  and  the  waste  taken  away  by  life  govern- 
ment. His  clothing  and  tiihle-service  have 
been  taxed  hv  the  government,  and  his  food 
itispecteil,  the  banks  and  corporations  that 
he  deals  with  are  regulated,  the  streets  be 
passes  tbrjpugh  cared  for  and  lighted,  by  the 
same  power;  which  niso  furiii<4hes  schools  for 
his  children,  hospitals  for  his  sick,  judicial, 
police  and  fire  departments  to  protect  his 
person  and  properly,  waking  and  sleeping. 
AmUlicseare  but  instances  of  the  inmimerahle 
ways  in  which  the  control  of  government, 
which  is  eonliniiilly  enlarging  its  scope  and 
functions,  is  exercised. 

Professor  Wambaugh  shows  that  tlie  two 
great  objects  of  law  are  to  guard  indiviilual 
hherty,  and  to  secure  the  public  welfare  ;  and 
illustrates  with  a  wealth  of  interesting  detail 
the  various  wavs  in  which  these  objects  itre 
att;,ined.  and  how  they  arc  distributed  between 
t!ie  nilion.il,  state  ami  municipal  powers; 
and  he  concludes  that  there  is  no  reasiin  to 
believe  tliat  eitlier  of  these  rh-ep-seited  ilileiit> 
will  be  uprooted.  The  actual  scope  of  govern- 
ineiit  must  continue  to  be  the  resultant  of  tbe 
interplay  of  a  natural  desire  for  enlargement  of 
governnientnl  functions  and  atie<iualtv  natural 
repugnance  to  unnecessarv  enlargement.  These 
intcntsjie  expects  will  he  fiiidlv  and  .s.itisfjc- 
tori!  rid  justed.

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In  discussing  the  Spanisli-Aiiierican 
war  two  week.s  ago,  we  stated  that  it  i.s 
!f  apparently  destined  to  mark  a  new 
epoch  in  the  historj-  of  the  workl,"  and 
that  it  would  force  the  United  States 
11  into  a  new  poHcy — tliat  of  pushing 
her  fortunes  abroad. >'  Tlie  destruction 
of  the  Spanish  fleet  a^;  Manilla  opens  the 
way  to  that  new  future,  and  events  are 
clearly  inipo.sing  the  policy  indicated.  Ac- 
cording to  telegrams  a  very  considerable 
military  force  has  bezn  sent  from  San  , 
Franci.sco  to  take  effective  occupation 
of  the  islands,  and  General  J.  Wesley 
Merritt  has  been  appointed  military 
governor.  Another  telegram  .says  that 
Admiral  Dewey  has  called  uix>n  the 
natives  to  organize  a  government  under 
a  United  States  protectorate.  And  now 
a  London  telegram  of  the  13th  inst.  says 
that  The  Times  affirms  that  this  war 
will  cause  a  profound  transformation  in 
politics,  it  being  reserved  for  the  United 
States  to  play  an  important  part  in 
international  questions.  The  great 
London  daily  then  adds  that  England 
desires  the  United  States  to  occupy  the 
Philippines,  even  though  some  other 
powers  may  oppose  it.  All  this  fully 
confirms  our  predictions,  and  as  the  war 
progresses  other  events  are  sure  to 
strengthen  them.  The  United  States 
can  not  easily  avoid  the  logical  results  of 
such  a  war — the  most  important  of 
which  is  the  conquest  of  Spain's  colonial 
possessions.  It  would  he  worse  than 
folly  to  take  them  away  from  Spain  and 
then  abandon  them.  \\\  a  brief  time 
they  would  inevitably  fall  into  the 
hands  of  some  other  power,  and  possil>ly 
with  disastrous  results  to  American  com- 
merce. As  we  have  before  stated,  the 
Americans  have  an  ambition  to  extend 
their  commerce,  and  to  do  this  they 
must  follow  the  example  of  the  mother 
country.  They  must,  have  colonies,  a 
strong  navy,  foreign  naval  stations, 
and  a  well  defined  foreign  policy. 
And  it  would  be  of  mutual  advantage 
were  the  two  great  Anglo-Saxon  jrewers 
to  work  in  harmony  henceforth,  as  we 
believe  they  will  do.  Their  influence 
will  be  everywhere  beneficial,  and  they 
will  he  strong  enough  to  withstand 
every  effort  to  dispute  their  progress. 


neutral,  The  doctrine  enunciated  by 
him,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Rriti.sli 
statesman  Canning,  was  to  tlie  effect 
that  the  United  States  .does  not  wish 
this  continent  to  fall  under  European 
influences  and  would  view  with  disfavor 
any  attemjit  to  coloni/.t-  or  conquer  any 
part  of  the  continent  by  any  sncii 
power.  It  expressly  disclaims  inter- 
ference in  the  affairs  of  any  existing 
colony.  The  pre.sent  war  between  the 
United  States  and  Spain  is  rather  a 
violate  1  of  the  Monroe  doctrine,  than  a 
vindication  of  itsi)rinciples.It'  President 
Monroe's  declarations  were  strictly  fol- 
lowed, the  United  States  would  never 
interfere  to  protect  the  Cubans  against 
Spanish  misgovernment  and  barbarity. 
If,  however.  Prance  attempted  to  absorb 
the  state  of  Para,  or  Italy  sought  to 
conquer  Sao  Paulo,  or  Germany  under- 
took- to  .seize  tlic  state  of  Rio  Grande  do 
Sul,  the  Monroe  doctrine  would  require 
the  United  States  to  interfere.  No 
matter  what  the  jingoes  may  say  or  do, 
that's  all  there  is  to  it.  It  is  protective 
and  preventive  ;  it  is  against  the  con- 
quest of  American  territory  by  Euro- 
pean powers,  and  it  would  prevent  the 
transplanting  of  European  rivalries  and 
intrigues  to  the.se  shores.  It  does  not 
\^arl■ant  meddling  in  the  affairs  of  any 
state,  or  even  of  any  European  colony. 
H  Mexico,  or  Brazil,  wished  to  restore 
the  monarchy,  it  could  not  even  protest, 
for  it  insists  upon  the  independence  of 
each  individual,  state.  As  originally 
designed,  it  is  a  friendly  and  hel])fiil 
measure,  against  which  no  other  Amer- 
ican state  can  say  a  word.  Intemperate 
politicians  and  restless  statesmen' may 
distort  its  meaning,  just  as  they  would 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  but  still  the 
plain  fact  remains  that  it  was  designed 
to  protect  the  weak  and  struggling 
states  of  South  and  Central  America 
against  further  European  aggression — 
and  nothing  more.

Before  dcnonncing  the  United 
States  and  the  "  Monroe  doctrine.  »  our 
esteemed  colleague  of  IJ' FAoile  dn  Sttd 
would  do  well  to  clear  up  a  few  mis_ 
conceptions.  He  seems  to  be  laboring 
under  the  delusion  that  the  Monroe 
doctrine  warrants  a  meddling  policy  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  that 
its  object  is  to  bring  the  whole  western 
hemisphere  under  Anglo-Saxon  domin- 
ation. Nothing  could  be  further  from 
the  truth.  The  so-called  «  Monroe  doc- 
trine »  really  originated  with  Canning, 
who  u.sed  it  to  check  the  scheme  of  the 
Holy  Alliance  for  restoring  to  Spain 
her  lost  American  colonies.  Monroe 
himself  was  disinclined  to  interfere  in 
tlie  struggle  going  on  between  Spain 
and  her  colonies,  and  he  was  roundly 
denounced  by  his  political  opponents 
for  his  determination  to  remain  strictly 


\v  we  are  correctly  informed  in  regard 
to  the  concession  of  the  Mclhoramentos 
no  Brazil  company,  recently  sold  to  an 
English  syndicate,  it  is  an  enterprise 
wliich  ought  to  confer  incalculable  bene- 
fits upon  this  city  and  jwrt.

new  water  front  between  the  marine 
arsenal  and  Gamb6a  point,  by  which 
the  frontage  will  be  carried  out  to  deep 
water  and  a  new  street  will  be  added.

Of  course,  facilities 
will  be  given  for  loading  and  discharg- 
ing alongside  the  new  piers,  whicli  will 
be  of  great  advantage  to  cunnncrce  and 
should  greatly  reduce  the  costs  of 
handling  cargoes.  This  is  a  scheme 
which  we  have  repeatedly  advocated, 
both  from  a  commercial  and  a  sanitary 
point  of  view.  In  a  conunercial  sense 
it  will  greatly  imprtve  facilities  and 
decrease  expenses  in  handling  cargoes 
in  this  port,  and  in  a  sanitary  .sense,  it 
will  remove  one  of  the  worst  sources  of 
fever  infection  in  the  city  by  filling  in 
the  foul,  nuiddy  shore  between  the  two 
points  indicated.  We  have  long  been 
convinced  that  the  shore  line  of  these 
two  districts  is  a  principal  source  of 
fever  infection,  and  if  this  be  true  then 
the  construction  of  a  new  deep-water 
front  will  at  once  result  beneficially  to 
the  whole  city.

Knglaiid.  indeed,  has  holdly  taken  the  Devil 
by  the  nose,  and  <leelared  in  elTect  that,  far 
from  tighling  for  mere  honntir,  she  will  no 
more  unslieathe  the  sword  unless  for  ade(|uate 
couniiercial  reasons.  This  resolve  does  not, 
I  admit,  fairly  rellect  the  temper  of  Itrilish 
people—  who  were  in  favor  uf  risking  war 
with  all  Europe  over  the  Armenian  aff.ur  ;  but 
it  represents  the  apparent  intention  of  their 
rulers,  and,  veiieration  for  law  and  authoritv 
having  naUirally  a  greater  hohi  on  the  elder 
than  the  younger  branch  of  the  Anj;lo-S:ixon 
family,  it  w-ill  prc)lKibly  be  deferred  to. 

Germany  appears  to  have  arrived  at  a  similar 
determination,  tlnmgli  by  a  different  path. 
"We'll  fight  110  iiinre  fnr  King  or  Kaiser," 
sang  the  national  army,  as  it  turned  its  victor- 
ions  footsteps  liomeward  after  its  series  of 
stupendous  triuniplis. 

Why.  then,  should  we  expect  a  new  depar- 
ture in  belligerent  morality  from  tlie  Aineriean 
republic?  While  lliere  'is  in  Josli  Hillings' 
idirase.  so  much  "human  nature  about  man," 
we  may  exjiect  to  find  it  behiiving  verv  like 
the  other  civili/.ed  powers,  "  oulv  more  so.  n 

The  morals  of  the  iaiiz  kii,;!if  <if  the  Thirty 
Years  War  have  overspread  the  woriij,  while 
those  proftssed  by  the  Cru-sader  have  ilissippear- 
ed  as  completely  as  himself  and  his  good 
.sword. 

After  the  present  war  is  over,  we  shall 
doubtless  see  additional  American  armaments 
and  martial  orgaiii/ation  bv  sea  and  land.  Witii 
these  novel  to\-,'«  will  come  the  iii-bing  to  use 
them.  America  will  hecoiiu-  tute  umre  jKiwer 
to  be  reckoned  wilb  in  arratij;ing  tlmse  inter- 
national military  combiti  ttinns  which  seem 
likely  to  occupy  men's  minds  till  the  crack  of 
doom.  Her  weight  w-ill  .shift  tlu-  balance  of 
international  power,  which  will  readjust  itself 
somehow.     As  to  the  objects  of   tlie  war.    we 
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shall  know  more  iibout  tbem  when  tiie  lime 
comes  to  formulate  li.e  coiulUionsof  Dcace. 

As  losympathv,  probably  neilher  side  either 
desires  or  e.-ipects  it.  Synipalhy  can  at  pie- 
sent  nnlv  take  the  direction  of  llie  sailors  ni, 
both  sides  who  have  U.  suffer  the  killing  ;,„,] 
wounding  which  others,  including  a  largy 
number  of  conviiieed  iion-Cfirnbatants,  art; 
sbomiiig  for  now,  and  will  congratulate  tlieni- 
selves  iipiai  hereafter.
